Contact Congress - Health Care 
Reform will Subsidize Abor-

The U.S. House and Senate are ex- 
pected to vote after Labor Day on health 
care reform legislation that could result in 
the largest expansion of abortion since 
Roe v. Wade. In July, committees in both 
the House and Senate approved bills 
that would result in the federal funding of 
abortion on a massive scale. The com- 
mittees rejected amendments that would 
have prevented federal funding of abor- 
tion. 

The House and Senate will be on recess 
during the month of August, and Sena- 
tors and Congressmen will be in their 
home districts taking the public's pulse 
on health care reform. August could be 
the most important month in the history 
of the pro-life cause. 

This August, every Knight of Columbus 
should urge his representatives in Con- 
gress to oppose any health care legisla- 
tion unless specific amendments are 
added to prohibit abortion subsidies. 

Therefore, members of the House should 
be asked to support the Stupak Amend- 
ment. Members of the Senate should be 
asked to support the Hatch Amend- 
ment. All lawmakers should be asked to 
OPPOSE the health care legislation 
unless these amendments are added.

I first want to thank all of you who 
have wished me well and have 
promised to pray for me as I em- 
bark on my first term as District 
Deputy. It is an honor to have 
been appointed to this position, 
and I hope that I serve all of you 
well. Even though much of my 
time will be spent with other Coun- 
cils in the District, please know 
that my Brothers at Stephen are 
always in my thoughts and 
prayers. And, as I am still the De- 
gree Team Captain at St Stephen, 
you will almost always see me at 
the Degree Exemplifications! 

Many of you know me from my 
years as Grand Knight, but I still 
want to share with you some of my 
philosophy. I am pretty passionate 
about the Knights — in fact, I per- 
sonally believe that every Catholic 
man ought to be a Knight. Of 
course, though the Order in the 
United States is 1.3 million strong, 
there are an estimated 30 million 
Catholic men who are eligible to 
be Knights. As someone who be- 
lieves strongly in the Order, I al- 
ways have to ask myself why. In 
many cases, of course, these men 
are only "nominal Catholics" who 
rarely go to Mass. However, there 
are many more who are faithful 
Catholics, but who either don't 
know much about us, have not 
considered the Order because of 
time constraints or life circum- 
stances, or perhaps have had 
negative experiences with Knights 
in the past. In fact, I would venture 
to say that most Catholic men who 
are not members have perceptions 
and opinions of the Knights not 
based on the great things the Su- 
preme Council has done for the 
Church and numerous charities, 
and not because of the strong in- 



surance program we have in 
place; rather, those perceptions 
have been formed by their contact 
with Councils and individual 
Knights in their local area. That 
means that, as an individual 
Knight, your behavior and actions 
have an extremely important influ- 
ence on whether or not we can 
reach out to those Catholic men 
who should be in the Order. 

So what can we do as individual 
Knights to help bring Catholic men 
into the Order? First and fore- 
most, we must treat each other 
well. As a Catholic, you should 
always treat others with Charity, 
but Brother Knights should be 
treated with Charity, Unity, and 
Fraternity. These are the first 
three principles of our Order, and if 
we as Knights don't live them daily 
in our lives, what's the point in be- 
ing a Knight? 

Second, be a Defender of the 
Faith. Now, that doesn't mean we 
have to do "battle", or become an 
expert Catholic apologist. But nei- 
ther should we be embarrassed by 
our Faith. Never be afraid to ex- 
press your beliefs and your sup- 
port for your Church, the Holy Fa- 
ther, and our bishops and priests. 
Especially in this "Year For 
Priests" proclaimed by Pope Bene- 
dict XVI, we as Knights should be 
going out of our way to thank our 
priests for their vocation and ex- 
press our support for them. Father 
McGivney would expect no less of 
us. 

Third, never forget that our Order 
was originally founded to take care 
of deceased members' widows 
and orphans. While the Order's 
insurance program is the primary 
venue for that task, we should al- 
ways maintain contact with and 
support the family members of 
deceased Brother Knights. 



Fourth, as our time, family, and job 
circumstances allow, we should 
participate in the Council's service 
programs and ministries support- 
ing the parish and the community. 
Even if the only thing you have 
time to do is be a Lector at Mass 
once every couple of months, you 
are doing Knight's work. Of 
course, we hope that you partici- 
pate in at least one of the Coun- 
cil's service programs — after, with- 
out your involvement, these ser- 
vice programs would fail-but what- 
ever you are able to do, do it as a 
Knight. And let people know you 
are a member of the Order by 
wearing a nametag! 

As your District Deputy, I will do 
everything in my power to ensure 
the Grand Knight and the Council 
Officers and Directors have the 
resources they need to run a great 
Council. If you support them and 
follow the principles I have outlined 
above, then you will be doing your 
part to help us build the Order — 
one Council at a time.
